AFRICAN LEAST DEVELOPED COUNTRIES ASK FOR AID

[Text] Paris, 3 Sep--Tanzania, Chad, Benin and Ethiopia have all made please before 
the United Nations conference on the world's least developed countries (LDC's) for 
increased aid for themselves and their 27 fellow LDC€'s. 


The economic situation in the LDC's is bleak, and the situation is worsening as 
purchasing power declines, said K.A. Malima, Tanzania's minister of planning and 
economic affairs. 


In 1973, five tons of tea bought one tractor, Mr. Malima said. Today, it takes 17 
tons of tea to buy the same tractor. 


This year, Tanzania predicts that it will spend 60 per cent of its export earnings 
on drastically reduced oil requirements, he said. 


But for Tanzania the biggest task was increasing food production. A similar point 
of view was put forward by other African LDC countries. Of the 31 poorest countries 
in the world, 21 are in Africa, and they account for about half the 280 million peo- 
ple who live on average incomes of only 183 dollars a year. 


Aboubacar Baba Moussa, Benin's minister of planning, statistics and economic analysis, 
complained about a worsening balance-of-payments situation in his country. 


"To raise the material and cultural standard of living of our people, there must be 
a fair redistribution of the benefits of economic growth in the world," Mr. Moussa 
said. 


Improved Quality and Quantity 


Mr. Moussa said that Benin needed 4,000 million dollars, of which 3,000 million was 
being sought from outside the country, and he called for aid donors to provide the 
assistance on the most beneficial terms possible. 


Hailu Yimenu, a member of Ethiopia's Central Planning Supreme Council, said that 
previous United Nations Development targets had not been achieved and that interna- 
tional events could not be allowed to detract from the plight of the LDC's. 








The world’s poorest nations were facing substnatial food deficits, soaring inflation, 
problems with the servicing of debts and energy-related difficulties, which had to be 
dealt with by the international community, Mr. Yimenu said. 


He also called for an improvement in the quality and quantity of aid, which he said 
should be assured, predictable and free from discrimination based on non-economic 
considerations. 


Chadina Planning and R@construction Minister Tahir Souleyman estimated that his 
country needed 100,000 million CFA francs (333 million dollars) in aid over the 
next three years to deal with Chad's pressing problems, including an illiteracy 
rate of 80 percent. (AFP)

National Assembly. His policy on Africa is 
beginning to take concrete form — he has 
already received leading African statesmen 
at the Elys¢e and his team of Africanists 
recently visited various countries; Mr. 
Jean-Pierre Cot, the Minister for Co- 
operation and Development visited Came- 
roon, Ghana, Senegal and Nigeria. Guy 
Penne, the senior adviser on African 
affairs at the Elysée visited Niger, Benin, 


Mr. Cot’s visits to Ghana and Nigeria 
may mark a move towards greater co- 
operation between France and the 
Anglophone African countries. President 
Limann of Ghana, in talks with Mr. Cot, 
said that he was pleased with the French 
Government’s ing of African 
and Third World issues. The Bui dam 
project — which also concerns the Ivory 
Coast — was discussed and Mr. Cot said 
that France is “determined” to help Ghana 
solve her economic problems. It was 
emphasised, however, that France will not 
relinquish her special ties with the Fran- 
cophone countries. 

It is worth pointing out that of the West 
African countries in Mr. Cot’s portfolio 


with which France has a “special ties’, ten 
(Benin, Cape Verde, CAR, Guinea Bis- 
sau, Upper Volta, Mali, Mauritania, Ni- 
ger, Chad and Zaire) are listed by the 
World Bank as having a Gross National 
Product (GNP) per capita of less than 
$300, and that four (Cameroon, Equatorial 
Guinea, Senegal and Togo) are listed with 
a GNP per capita of less than $700. The 
two relatively wealthy Francophone States 
(Gabon and Ivory Coast) are the two with 
which the “special ties” are strongest. 
Relations with Chad have been impro- 
ving steadily since the Transition Govern- 
ment of National Unity (GUNT) Presi- 
dent, Goukhouni Weddeye, invited Presi- 
dent Mitterrand to “normalise” the situa- 
tion between N’Djamena and Paris. 
Chad’s Foreign Minister, Mr. Acyl Ahmet, 
recently went to Paris, and a team of 
experts from Mr. Cot’s Ministry is present- . 
ly in N’Djamena studying the possibilities 
for rebuilding the infrastructure in the city. 
Following President Omar Bongo’s talks 
with President Mitterrand in Paris, the 
Gabonese Head of State was present at a 


Meeting between President Weddeye and 


Mr.. Penne in Libreville. 

French aid to Chad has previously been 
tied to the condition that Libyan troops 
leave the country. This condition now 
seems to have been lifted. The aid asked 
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for would include “military advisers and 
instructors, the material ind _ financial 

means to train the army and to regroup the 

dispersed forces throughout the country.” 

The problem with this demand is that it is 

difficult to distinguish between “advisers” 

and an “army”. President Weddeye has 

said of the French assistance: “Chad does 

not need another foreign force because we 

already have the Libyan troops”. Recon- 
structing N’Djamena with French technical 
assistance is one thing; two sets of military 
advisers is another. It remains to be seen 
whether renewed French co-operation in- 
dicates a tacit acceptance of Colonel Gad- 
dafi’s troops in Chad or renewed “‘interfer- 
ence” by the French. / 

The French troops in Chad were with- 
drawn under pressure from Goukhouni 
Weddeye and Colonel Gadaffi at the 
heigh* of the civil war, in May 1980. The 
French diplomatic mission was moved 
from N’Djamena and was kept to a mini- 
mum. This was followed by several military 
successes by rebel Defence Minister Mr. 
Hissene Habré, calls for peace from Gis- 
card and the OAU and finally the “mer- 
ger” of Chad and Libya, enforced by 
Libyan troops and planes. Giscard’s reac- 
tion, which waz described by observers as 
inconsistent, was to strengthen the French 
military presence in neighbouring CAR; 
those troops are still mainly concentrated 
in the town of Bouar, close to the border 


with Chad. ; 

The French Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
M, Claude Cheysson, is on record as 
having said, (France) “will not intervene 
alone again” . . . (French involvement in 
Chad) “would h: vc been completely diffe- 
rent had it been ia conjunction with an 
inter-African. force, however small this 
latter was’’.

Mitterrand has said that France will 
“remain loyal to the arrangements that she 
has already established with African coun- 
tries”.

In fact, at his inauguration last Apri 
President Mitterrand rightly observed chu 
there could be no real international com- 
munity as long as two thirds of the planet 
must a their labour and 
against hunger and humiliation. On Africa 
Mr. Mitterrand stated his intention to relax 
French military presence on the continent. 
He was quoted as saying that he would 
favour the imposition of sanctions against 
apartheid South Africa. Judging by his own 
personal efforts and the calibre of his 
Cabinet, most leaders of the Third World 
especially Africa, felt that for once there 
reigns in Paris a leader who could cham- 


Pion the world’s oppressed peoples. 
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Recent events have, however, given 
people cause for concer at the direction in 
which French policy in Africa is taken. For 
instance, reports have confirmed that Pres- 
ident Mitterrand has given approval for the 
delivery of a 900m. watts nuclear reactor to 
South Africa. Although one realises that 
the reactor programme is one of the 
agreements inherited froia his predecessor, 
the decision to execute the project is 
certainly a departure from the political and 
ideological path which the socialist Presi- 
dent pledged to uphold. In fact, there are 
many people who cannot explain this 
action in any way other than that French 
economic interests was the motive behind 
the decision. But, in fact, we could say 
here that African leaders cannot but see 
continued mutual co-operation with the 
racist regime as a direct threat to the 
security of the continent.

One other factor which has attracted 
African concern is France’s refusal to 
withdraw her troops currently stationed in 
some parts of Africa. The official argument 
is that the troops are there to maintain 
internal security and protect French 
citizens abroad. One would ask, however, 
whether it is only in Africa that French 
citizens reside outside their homeland. 

The only question people have often 
asked is whether or not military cohesion 
can ever bring the desired peace and 
stability. In fact, the whole issue of 
sovereignty always becomes hypocritical. 
when the majority of many independent 
states are not allowed the means to shape 
the destiny of their countries by choosing 
their leaders through popular and demo- 
cratic processes. Africa’s problems are 
more related to the raising of the standard 
of living of the people, and this is why 
France has to make some impact by way of 
co-operation with our African countries for 
the execution of viable economic projects. 

By stationing troops in Africa while at 
the same. time executing nuclear projects 
with the racists in South Africa amounts to 
double standards. But all said and done, it 
may be premature to write an account of 
Franco-African relations of Mitterrand’s 
era. This is because three months into a 
seven-ye=s* term of office can certainly not 
present a complete picture. One can only 
hope at this point that Francois Mitterrand 
will take another look at his previous 
pronouncements and channel the course of 
his country’s foreign policy to reflect these 
stated objectives.”

FRANCE MAPS OUT COMPREHENSIVE AFRICAN POLICY

[Text] Paris, 21 Aug--The first set of formal visits to Africa in the past month by 
France's senior new foreign affairs officials illustrates the Socialist government's 
determination both to take in the continent as a whole and to act rapidly to con- 
tribute to settlements of its acute problems. 


The first aspect was highlighted by Co-operation and Development Minister Jean- 
Pierre Cot when he got back from trips to Cameroun, Ghana and Senegal in mid-August. 
“Africa must be taken as a unit," he affirmed. 


He added that it was his intention, on each of his visits to various French-speaking 
countries, to include an Anglo-phone or Portuguese-speaking country on the itinerary. 


Accordingly, his second trip just over a week ago was to Nigeria, and an East Afri- 
can tour has already been scheduled for early next year which ws take Mr. Cot to 
Kenya, current chairman of the Organisation of African Unity (OAU). 


In tandem with a new development strategy, France wanted to provide a stimulus to 
the Euro~African ensemble, the Minister explained. 


Also on safari this month was President Francois Mitterrand's Afro-Malagasy affairs 
adviser Guy Penne, who went to Niger, Benin, Gabon, Congo, Angola, Mozambique, Zambia 
and Djibouti. With him on some stops was the president's international affairs ex- 
pert, Regis Debray. 


Trouble Spots 


Regarding the second stand of the policy, concerning the continent's trouble spots, 
Namibia was one of the main topics in the talks with African leaders. 


"The Namibian business is utterly crucial," Mr. Cot said. He warned that it would 
be "tragic" if there were a collapse of the efforts to get an independence settle- 
ment being undertaken by the Western ‘contact gropp' (the United States, Britain, 
France, West Germany and Canada). 











In this connection, informed sources here said France wished to play the part of 
Africa's spokesman in the contact group. The sources said that the French govern- 
ment would no longer use its veto in the U.N. Security Council if sanctions were 
sought against South Africa over the Namibian issue. 


Mr. Cot said there was no more official French investment in the territory, and that 
the government was "discouraging" private investment there. 


That approach was an example of concern for elementary respect of human rights, he 
commented. The government might rethink its relations with any country which failed 
to respect certain limits in that field, Mr. Cot added. 


Chad was another problem areas where France was unsparing in its diplomatic efforts 
to expedite the withdrawal of Libyan troops and the formation of an inter-African 
peacekeeping force, as stipulated by the OAU summit in June. 


The minister said France was unconditionally ready to take part in the country's 
reconstruction--though he ruled out any military co-operation--and "if Chad recovers 
its independence," he said, political conditions could then be established to permit 
a resumption of diplomatic ties. 


In the Central African Republic, however, France would keep its military contingant 
there, given that it had not been asked to withdraw it. 


President David Dacko had done the right thing in lifting the state of siege de- 
clared after a cinema bomb attack in Bangui in mid-July, and in authorising the 
main opposition parties to operate once more after suspending them at the same time, 
Mr. Cot remarked. 


With regard to economic matters, France planned to be very active, as one of the 
world's main industrialised countries, at the UNESCO-sponsored conference for Least 
Developed Countries (LDC's) opening here for two weeks this Tuesday, Mr. Cot pro- 
mised. 


It was going to be a difficult task finding measures adaopted to the situation of 
the LDC's. At the same time, there should be no going back on the global negotia- 
tions being conducted in the North-South context. 


Paris will also be the venue at the end of October or early November for the latest 
Franco-African summit, affording President Mitterrand the opportunity of initial 
contacts with a certain number of African heads of state, the Co-operation Minister 
noted. 


Coming after the North-South relations summit scheduled for Cancun, Mexico, it is 


expected to be an occasion for talks extending beyond just a review of political 
and economic matters. (AFP)

INTERNATIONAL ALL-AFRICA HEALTH EDUCATION CONFERENCE OPENS

[Text] Lagos, 2 Sep--An International all-Africa conference on Health Education 

sponsored by the World Health Organisation (WHO), which will last five days and be 
attended by about 500 delegates from 28 African countries, four Western countries and 
one South-East Asian country, opened here Tuesday. 


Speaking at the opening ceremony on behalf of the Nigerian Minister of Health 
Daniel Ugwu, Minister of Science and Technology Sylvester Ugoh said that primary 
health care demanded a "multisectoral" approach, including factors such as adequate 
drinking water, basic sanitation, better nutrition, immumisation against major di- 
seases and health literacy. 


WHO African regional director Comlan Quenum of Benin stressed the need for African 
countries to establish a Health Education Council to define policies and obtain 
support for the implementation of regional and global strategies for primary health 
education. 


Dr. Quenum also suggested that African countries should give priority to the formu- 
lation of strategies on health education which should take cognisance of the tradi- 
tions, customs and way of life of the people. 


The WHO regional director said that for such a strategy to be meaningful it must 
take into consideration the traditional methods of health care. 


Abdel Razik, an Assistant Executive Secretary of the Organisation of African Unity 
(OAU), said the OAU was currently undertaking joint projects in traditional medicine 
in various parts of Africa. 


Mr. Razik said that 85 per cent of the African population used traditional medicine 
for their health care, adding, "this inherited wealth of knowledge should be 
taught to new generations." 


Mr. Razik called for the introduction of courses in traditional medicine at univer- 
sities and other institutions of higher learning in the continent. (AFP).

AFRICAN PRODUCERS SEEK COFFEE SALES SUPPORT

[Text] Brasilia, 27 Aug--Ivory Coast appealed here today to non-African coffee 
producers to make a sacrifice on behalf of African growers to enable them to sell 
more of their commodity on the world market. 


"We (the Africans) have a lot of coffee and we do not manage to sell it because of 
quotas," explained Denis Bra Kanon, Ivory Coast Agriculture Minister and President 
of the Intra-African Coffee Organization (ICO). 


He said he had come to Brazil and would then go to Colombia to make those two coun- 
tries aware of "the problems of the African producers, who are smallholders (with 
two to 100 hectares or about five to 250 acres)". "These small producers are not 
in the coffee industry or in transport and they get all their income from the raw 
material, which is not the case here", he said, stating that the frosts in 
Brazilian plantations had not had "an enormous effect." 


"They ought to have a positive effect on prices, but prices are dominated by specu- 
lators. Now that the United States has spoken about the frosts, I hope that Brazil's 
statements will be believed," he added. 

The ICO groups are Angola, Benin, Cameroun, Congo, Ivory Coast, the Central African 
Republic, Ethiopia, Gabon, Ghana, Guinea, Kenya, Liberia, Malagasy, Malawi, Nigeria, 
Rwanda, Sierra Leone, Tanzania, Togo, Uganda, Zaire and Zimbabwe. 


Negotiations between producers and consumer countries are to begin in London next 
month.

MOST S. AFRICAN AIMS IN ANGOLA REPORTEDLY MET

[Text] The number of Soviet advisors and military instructors stationed in Angola 
being generally estimated at 2,000 men, it is not inconceivable that some of them 
were captured during such an important and minutely planned operation as the South 
African Army prepared. 


The support of SWAPO by the USSR is common knowledge. Already, last year, two So- 
viet "civilian" pilots had fallen into the hands of UNITA while they were flying 
a resupply mission in the center or the southeastern area of Angola. 


It is possible that the Soviets were entrusted with radar coverage in southern Angola. 
A reliable source informs that the South African operation has already succeeded in 
putting out of commission the Angolan control system of the air space in the province 
of Cunene bordering on Namibia, where destruction reportedly is considerable. 


If the South Africans--because of the vigorous international reaction--gave up their 
ultimate objective, which was probably to attack the region of Lubango 300 kms north 
of Namibia where Cuban forces are stationed, they nevertheless succeeded in creating 
a veritable no man's land on the Angolan side of the Namibian border. These results 
should both facilitate the movements of local South African agents and reinforce the 
rear bases of UNITA, while at the same time complicating SWAPO guerrilla operations 
in Namibia. 


At the international level, if the South Africans succeed in proving the presence 

of Soviet military men in southern Angola, the United States will use this as an 
argument to justify its veto on Monday at the UN Security Council against the 
resolution condemning the South African attack. Washington will thus find still 
another reason for maintaining the dialgoue with Pretoria in order to counter "So- 
viet interventionism" in Southern Africa. Finally, Moscow would be placed in a 
delicate situation, which the lack of a reaction on its part seems already to denote.

MULTIPARTY POLITICS 'LUXURY'--Nairobi, 2 Sep--Kenya cannot afford the "luxury" of 
having two or more political parties, the ruling Kenya African National Union (KANU) 
Party National Treasurer Justus Ole Tipis said last night. He told a reception 
hosted by the KANU branch in Nyeri, 75 miles (120 kms) north of here, in honour of 
four women leaders of Zambia's ruling United National Independence Party (UNIP), who 
are on a one-week tour of Kenya that two or more politica’ parties would invite 
foreign ideologies into the coufttry, which would confuse the masses. Mr. Tipis 
said that although the formation of another political party was not prohibited by 

the Kenyan constitution, Kenyans found they had "no need" of it. Kenya has re- 
mained a de facto one-party state since 1969 when the Opposition Kenya People's 
Union (KPU) party was proscribed by the late President Jomo Kenyatta and its en- 
tire leadership detained.

JOINT PATROLS WITH SOMALIS--Nairobi, 27 Aug--Kenyan District Commissioner for Mandera 
J.R.O. Ondieki and his counterpart Lieutenant Odaway Yusuf Farah from Somalia's 
Balet-Hawa district have agreed to bring to an end any kind of provocation that 
might strain relations between the two border districts, the official KENYA NEWS 
AGENCY (KNA) has reported. The agreement was reached following a neighbourly 
round-table meeting held on the Kenyan side of the border yesterday which resolved 
to have regular joint pcztrols on both sides of the border so as to get rid of 
shiftas (armed ethnic Somalis). Civilians, especially civil servants, would be 
allowed to go shopping across the common border without being molested either by 
Kenyan or Somali authorities, KNA said. The meeting was attended by the commander of 
the Kenyan Army camp in the district, Major P. K. Kotut and the Somali counterpart 
Lt. Col. Sukri Hassan, both of whom expressed their wish for the intensification 

of joint patrols in a bid "to finish once and for all the shifta bandits who were 

a shame to both governments." Relations between the two countries have often been 
strained due to activit:ies in Kenya's Somali-populated North-Eastern Province by 

the shiftas, who fought a bloody secessionist war with Kenya. troops between 1963 
and 1967. However, there has been of late a marked improvement in the two countries' 
relations following last July's meeting between Kenyan President Daniel Arap Moi and 
Somali President Mohamed Siad Barre after te Organisation of African Unity (OAU) 
heads of state summit in the Kenyan capite’.

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IMPOUNDMENT OF GOODS--Nairobi, 29 Aug--Kenyan President Daniel Arap Moi has ordered 
that all goods destined for Zaire, Rwanda, Bururdi and Uganda currently being off- 
loaded at the Kenyan Indian ocean port of Mombasa should be impounded until proper 
identificatior and clearance has been obtained from the authorities of those coun- 
tries. Speaking at the official opening of the Mombasa agricultural trade fair 
yesterday, Mr. Moi directed the provincial administration, customs officials and 
police to crack down on apparent importatton- of taxable textiles into the country 
under the pretext that such goods were destinadfor Zaire, Rwanda, Burundi and Uganda. 
"I want to see that all papers and importation documents relat‘ng to such goods

He said the 
government has been losing millions of shillings through this "racketeering" and 
ordered immediate action to be taken to save the country from a drain which, he said, 
involved Kenyans as well as people from other countries with resulting flooding of 
upcountry markets with illegal imports.

MONJA JAONA RETURNS TO NATIONAL FRONT 
Party Leader Named to CSR 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 8 Aug 81 pp 1,2 


[Excerpts] Yesterday the news was made official: Monja Jaona, the national presi- 
dent of the MONIMA [National Movement for the Independence of Madagascar] Ka 
Miviombio party, has been named to the Supreme Rrevolutionary Counci* [CSR], fol- 
lowing his return to the National Front for the Defense of the Revolution [FNDR], 
which was announced Tuesday, 10 March 1981. We recall that Monja Jaona's party 
had left the FNDR in June 1977. Since then, Monja Jaona had constantly demon- 
strated every time that the peasants, the workers, or others had asked for his 
support--to such an extent that he was kept under house arrest near Ihosy, after 
the 28 November 1981 [sic] demonstration strike against hunger and corruption. 


Once released from house arrest, Monja Jaona held, on 2-5 April, the 10th special 
congress of the MONIMA Ka Miviombio Party, which insisted on the preservation of 
national unity, of the powers that "should hold the majority," of the struggle 
which should be waged by all active forces against those who waver and long for 
the old days, against all enemies of the revolution and all those who are prac- 
ticing corruption, the cattle stealing, and the black market.... 


National Unity Above All 


National unity was the watchword on the lips of Monja Jaona. Despite differing 
points of view, he has struggled only for the "total independence" of Madagascar, 
“relying only on his own forces," as is said in President Ratsiraka's “Boky Mena." 


Now that he has been named to the CSR, Monja Jaona is still the same. "I do not 
want a seat just so I can sit back and be quiet; if President Ratsiraka names me a 
member of the CSR, that does not mean that I will keep quiet when I see the suffer- 
ing of the people." 


The tribulations, the harassment, the incarcerations, the periods of exile from the 
colonial days, and even the loss of his eldest son in the 1971 conflict——none of 
this has been able to shake his determination and his faith in a better future; the 
colonialists tried everything, fomented trouble, and made all their endeavors in 
vain; Monja Jaona was unshakeable. 














"I have never been ‘lucky,'™ he says, “my hair did not turn white from worrying about 
money." 


The CSR had just welcomed Monja Jaona. In the beginning, there were 18 members. 

Sixteen remained after the disappearance of Mampila Jaona and Maro Raymond. Now 

with the arrival of Monja Jaona there are 17, strengthening President Ratsiraka's 
“sacred unity." 


Monja Jaona Press Conference 
Tanauarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 11 Aug 81 pp l, 2 


[Text] Sincere support for Ratsiraka, but also firmness and 
strictness on "relieving the suffering of the people" and "cor- 
recting the ills that beset the country." 


Monja Jaona has not had the opportunity to hold many press conferences. In real- 
ity, the MONIMA leader is more accustomed to questions, the answers to which he 
knows perfectly well, than he is to lend himself to the dispassionate exchange of 
questions and answers. Old Monja, in fact, puts as much fervor and conviction in 
answering the most ordinary of questions as he does in bringing an audience to its 
feet, and age does not seem to have impaired his ability in this domain. He proved 
it again yesterday. 


In the afternoon, at Solimotel, before a full hall, which included as many friends 
and sympathizers as it did local and foreign journalists, one could better under- 
stand why this tribune of the people could not resist the temptation of holding 
what was in effect a public meeting. Too fine an opportunity for a "professional" 
of his temper to be able to pass up. 


He spoke using simple words with disconcerting skill, and with implacable logic, 
but that did not prevent Monja Jaona from adding to all that the forcefulness of 
his hands. The clenched fist, the pointed finger, the upturned palm: he was 
there, above all, to show he had not changed. And we also saw yesterday some- 
thing that is not at all ordinary in such a setting: the journalists, in the same 
spirit and in the same tone, answering the questions posed to them by...Monja 
Jaona! 


Breach of regulations and tradition? Nothing but a good spectacle? The future 
will tell.... But what is certain is that Monja Jaona has remained faithful to 

his image. And we are cheered to see that Monja dares to say aloud what everyone 
else is muttering to himself. Some may be disturbed to see that his revolutionciy 
commitment remains intact. But in the last analysis it is impossible to say why 
President Ratsiraka asked MONIMA to rejoin the Front, or how he ended by convincing 
his leader to forget the pre-condition he had set, or most important on what founda- 
tion this new understanding rests. 


In the absence of any official explanation of this "return to the fold" and while 
still awaiting an articulation of the strategy that will be adopted to put the 
country back on its feet, the presence of MONIMA in the Front, and the presence 
of Monja Jaona on the CSR might appear like a warning: the one from the head of 
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state to his governing team that they mist take hold of themselves or risk seeing 
Monja Jaona drain away a new active sympathy and recover a popularity he perhaps 
had lost. "We are only making coffee table revolution...." 


This was Monja Jaona's final answer. And he was certainly not addressing it ex- 
clusively to he who asked the question. 


In any case, Monja Jaona‘s support for President Ratsiraka, while it may not be un- 
shakeable, is nonetheless sincere. "We must support him," he repeated several 
times, "we must help the president rebuild, remake the state, and eradicate the 

ills which beset our country, and starting by relieving the suffering of the people." 


"I did not return to the Front to squabble or to foment a coup. I am here to sup- 
port President Didier Ratsiraka in the resolution of real problems for the benefit 
of the popular majority...." 


The press corps--the foreign correspondents, as well as local and national press-- 
was there in very large numbers yesterday in the main hall of SOLIMOTEL, where 
Monja Jaona, national president of MONIMA, whose slogan is "Ka Miviombio™ (or 
righteousness, sincerity, honesty in everything one undertakes), who has recently 
made the eldest member of the CSR, held a press conference. Monja Jaona began by 
making a general statement in which he explained the reasons for his party's return 
to the Front and what he expects to do. 


"In June 1977," he recalled, "the MONIMA party left the Front in order to demand 
changes in the government in the interests of the popular majority, and in order to 
oppose the injustice which reigned in the political, social and economic domains. 


"Just now, MONIMA has returned because it has been asked to." 


Leftist Forces 


“The appeal by President Ratsiraka has been considered by MONIMA to signal the pres- 
ident's willingness to work with Malagasy leftist forces, and this is very encour- 
aging in terms of the nation's course toward true socialism. It also shows that 

the principles and demands to which MONIMA has adhered up to the present were 

judged to be well-founded. 


"The MONIMA party is not responsible for everything that has happened between 1977 
and today. It should be stressed, however, that during that period, the party 
never stopped working to influence the government's actions, even if what it was 
saying received little attention. 


"It is for the people and for history to judge the situation and the actions of the 
government during these last four years." 


Defense of the People's Interests 
"The basic reason why MONIMA returned to the Front is that a large portion of the 


people urged it to rejoin in order to be a witness for justice, the messenger of 
the people and the defender of their interests, to de:end then. 
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"Thus MONIMA is not betraying the principles it has always followed, that is the 
defense of the interests of the oppressed majority of the people.... 


"The MONIMA party will retain its identity in the Front. It accepts the discipline 
of Front membership on condition that the interests of the people are really being 
defended. 


Objectives 


"Thus, it is clear that the MONIMA party's objectives in rejoining the Front are to 
bring into it a new spirit and to safeguard the people's interests in the present 
Situation,.... 


"In the face of this situation, the MONIMA party will above all be focused on the 
organization of the provisioning system, the struggle against corruption, and against 
against the black market, the struggle against cattle theft which has become an or- 
ganized business.... 


"In terms of external policy, the MONIMA party wilil continue to insure that an all- 
sided and nonaligned policy is followed, and will raise its voice against any ir- 
rational commitment to any country whatsoever. Respect for national sovereignty, 
preservation of the nation's independence and dignity, defense of the real inter- 
ests of the Malagasy people--these are the principles which must guide our external 
policy." 


The People's Support 


"MONIMA, having rejoined the Front, will do everything in its power to bring a 
fresh approach to the struggle of the Malagasy people and to complete national re- 
construction. 


"But as MONIMA does not have power, the people should not hope that its return to 
the Front will bring great changes, if they do not support it. And MONIMA is 
launching an appeal to the people to support and help it in this reconstruction. 


"In any case, the MONIMA party promises that it will always stand for justice and 
will try to stand with the people, as it has always done up to now. 


"So that the people are not misled, I reaffirm that there is only one MONIMA party 
and that is 'Madagasikara Otronin'ny Malagasy,’ there is only one national head- 
quarters-—-that is at Sanfilo-Toliara--and there is only one national president, 
Monja Jaona. 


"Let the people and history be the judges of its actions." 


After this statement, Monja Jaona, surrounded by his staff, responded to a wide 
range of questions from the journalists. 
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Exchanges With the Press 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 12 Aug 81 p 2 


[Excerpts] Ralaiarijaona (Maresaka): This press conference publicly marks the re~ 
turn of MONIMA Ka Miviombio to the Front. However, in the last four years, another 
MONIMA--or rather the VS MONIMA--has been established in the Front. Do you accept 
that presence? 


[Answer] As I told you, there is only one MONIMA, whose headquarters are at 
Sanfilo-Toliara, and it has only one national president. The people, and history, 
will be the judges of that fact. But however that may be, it is like a father whose 
son has left him; if the son is willing to return to the fold, the father will not 
reject him. 


Ralaiarijaona (Mareska): Now that you have rejoined the Front, do you still uphold 
the motions passed on every subject by the MONIMA special congress last April? 


[Answer] We uphold them, and we will even strengthen them, for MONIMA's return to 
the Front does not mean retreat, but on the contrary a step forward. 


Ralaiarijaona (Maresaka): Again on the subject of those motions: at the conclusion 
of the congress, some of the press tried to publish them but in vain. Do you be- 
lieve that now that MONIMA is officially represented in the Front it will be pos- 
sible to bring them to the attention of the public? 


[Answer] It is up to the newspapers to find out. In any case, we believe that it 
is a mistake to impede freedom of expression if it is neither illegal nor injurious, 
nor calumnious. Especially since there is a law which can be applied against the 
press for the publication of unfounded if not false news. 


Ramananjato (Basy Vava): What is the real reason MONIMA rejoined the Front which 
it had rejected? Is it not the case that party supporters have some special, pri- 
vate interest? 


[Answer] It was MONIMA which ordered its members to leave the Front to demand a 
shake-up, because if the situation got worse, Madagascar would be engulfed in chaos. 


On 16 January 1981, the PRDM made an official and public appeal in which it said 
that if Monja Jaona wanted to contimue to be involved in politics, he would have to 
rejoin the Front. “If he refuses that condition, then let him stay out of poli- 
tics." I answered with a letter in which I said that my fate was predestined, that 
it was the Creator who, when I was still in my mother's womb, mapped out my path. 
And so, if He wants me to stay in politics, I will have to do so. 


I also told them that I would rejoin the Front if there are concrete actions to be 
taken for the poor popular masses. In March, we began to discuss whether it was 
necessary to rejoin the Front. It was not until six months after the appeal by the 
president of the republic that we made our decision known. 
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We are not running after high office or high positions. No. Since 1935, many lead- 
ers have wanted to give me major responsibilities and even wanted to buy me. I was 
even offered 7 million at one time to oppose Raseta and Ravoahangy. If I had 
agreed, independence would not have been possible and Madagascar would be divided 
into two blocs. 


No. If we rejoined the Front, it was in order to address the grievances of the poor 
popular masses. I underline again that Monja Jaona has no need of high office or 
duties. He has come back out of patriotism and in the name of national unity. And, 
too, if Malagasy people are not patriots, of what use is independence? 


I came back because there are many things to do for the nation's recovery. 


Andriamparivony (Tsimisorona): You have said that MONIMA could do nothing without 
the people's support. Does MONIMA expect when particular cases arise to have pub- 
lic meetings to inform the people of its policy and its program of action? 


[Answer] We plan on holding one in Antananarivo this September. But before any- 
thing else, we judged it was first of all necessary to talk with the press, if only 
to make contact again, 


And I want to reaffirm this: MONIMA supports Ratsiraka. Unfortunately, he does not 
have good advisers, he is betrayed by some of those in his entourage. 


Valison (RTM) [Malagasy Radio and Television]: What is MONIMA's position on having 
a Single party system in Madagascar? 


[Answer] A single party is not created around a table, but out of the revolution- 
ary struggle of a whole people, 


There were also other questions, relating to armed "malasos" (dahalo) to censorship 
(the nemesis of the journalists).... 


In connection with that last subject, Monja Jaona's response was categorical: "that 
well-founded articles by journalists should be published, but that the law should be 
invoked against them if they report rumors and other false news that could damage 
the nation...." 


We note that before MONIMA offered refreshments to the press, RP [expansion un- 
known] Remi Ralibera, president of the council of the journalists’ guild, thanked 
Monja Jaona for his candor and his promise to convey the problems of the Malagasy 
press to the chief of state.

MONJA JAONA'S PLAN FOR SOUTHERN DEVELOPMENT REPORTED 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 6 Aug 81 p 3 


[Text] "Do you have friends? Well then, find me 40 million Malagasy fraucs and 
I will see to the development of the South..." 


This proposal, directed at a journalist, was of course not meant to be taken ser- 
iously. Monja Jaona, a superb politician, is also a great joke~. And besides, 
who could be found to give him 40 million Malagasy francs just like that? For 
such a sizeable investment there would have to be a study, a plan. 


In 1972, at its national seminar held at Toliara, MONIMA [National Movement for 
the Independence of Madagascar] Ka Miviombio approved a "total development plan 
for the southern part of Madagascar," which was presented to the then-head of 
state, General Ramanatsoa. Nothing ever came of it. 


Monja Jaona has exhumed this plan for MADAGASCAR-MATIN, asking us to bring it to 
the attention of the public, in the hope, perhaps, that a generous financier will 
translate the ideas of the old southernist leader into realities. 


No "Salvage" 


Since 1972, while the data in the field may not have changed a great deal, the 
overall cost of the project probably needs to be re-evaluated. 


The fundamental idea is "total development" by means of "big projects." At the 
time, as a justification for this immediate and massive need of capital, Monja _ 
Jaona pointed out that this southern part of the country "was more effected by 
and suffered most under the colonial period and the old regime." 


The plan is also based on "labor," on "unity and the fusion of hearts and minds," 
for simply to know and say that the nation is poor is not enough." 


Monja Jaona believes that deforestation in the South and the declining cattle 
herds are not the doing of the people, but in actuality the manifest intention of 
the foreign and Malagasy capitalists who were in the deiver's seat up to 1972, 
whose aim was to depopulate the region. The plan thus proposes a drastic social 
change, rather than a policy to "salvage the South." We are familiar with MONIMA 
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Ka Miviombio's ideas on this subject: redistribution of land to the peasants and 
the creation of cooperatives led by the educated producers. 


These ambitious plans are in large part based on construction of dams, and Monja 
Jaona denounces the policy of well-drilling, such as it was applied by the old 
regime, for it is only a temporizing measure which is, he says, a manifest fail- 
ure. 


Dams, therefore, should be built: 
--at Beampingaratra, upstream from the Mandrare river, for Androy. 


--at Andriambe, at the confluence of the Menarandra and the Manakompy, for the 
Karimbola plateau. 


--At Benenitra, on the Onilahy river, for the Mahafaly plateau. 


These dams would provide irrigation for the bottom land, th2 big fertile areas, 
so as to increase agricultural production and encourage stock raising. Tunnels 
and canals, and even giant suction and force pumps would facilitate the distribu- 
tion of the water thereby made available to areas where the villagers would con- 
gregate. 


Rejection of Investments 


The plan also proposes construction of a thermal electric generating plant fueled 
by coal from Sakoa, energy from which, distributed throughout the province, would 
lay the foundation for the establishment of heavy industry. 


The cost in 1972 of this vast program, which we have presented in substantially 
abridged form, but which, when all is said and done, did not contain any concrete 
technical specifications, was estimated at 40 million Malagasy francs. And Monja 
Jaona prescribed financing "by means of loans which would not be investments," 
for no profits would be distributed. The loans would be long-term (20 to 30 
years) and at low interest rates (for if it were high that would be another form 
of political condition), and they wouid be “nondiscriminatory, so long as there 
is no political alienation.” In 1972, Monja Juona also talked about nationaliza- 
tion of the land and wealth of foreigners, but did not call for any expropriation 
or a rash of seizures. He even anticipated that French aid could be used to in- 
demnify the colonizers of the time. Finally, the leader of MONIMA Ka Miviombio 
does not distinguish between economic development and social progress, and calls 
for reforms in administration, education, and health. 


Monja Jaona remains faithful to his ideas, which in many areas converge with those 
defined in the "Boky Mena." This plan, which is his own, cannot come to fruition 
unless it is implemented in its totality and exclusively by his party. The demand 
alone--setting aside any other technical considerations--ensured in 1972 that the 
then-leadership would not take the proposal seriously. 
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In 1981, while the dams still remain an idea, and while Sakoa's coal excites real 
hope, converging here with some of the major ideas in Monja Jaona's plans, it is 

out of the question for the South to get this boon, as the president of MONIMA Ka 
Miviombio would like, “in its totality and without delay”.

RPL WARNS AGAINST REVOLUTIONARY ‘VISIONS' 
Port Louis THE NATION in French 30 Jul 81 pp 1, 4 


[Text] “The new political party formed by the Progress and 
Liberty Group will be known henceforth as the ‘Rally for 
Progress and Liberty’ (RPL) to fully express the wish of the 
leaders to broaden its foundation, to rally and unite the 
great social democratic fraternity." This is what Philippe 
Blackburn announced yesterday morning. Mervyn North Coombs, 
G Commarmond, B Bigaignon and Madame Laure were at his side. 


Blackburn declared that he and his friends were completely satisfied with the course 
of the proceedings of the first public meeting held last Friday. "The audience was 
congenial, our message was conveyed, we did not detain unnecessarily those who had 
been inconvenineced by drawing on their own resources to attend the meeting in order 
to hear us, and a fact should be underlined that never before had so many women 
(more than 20 percent of the audience) been present at a political meeting,'he said. 


Blackburn expressed the wish that this "more civilized and functional manner of 
proceeding" be encouraged by all. He requested the government to make its primary 
and secondary schools available to those who wish to hold these political meetings. 


He specified "the result would be very advantageous to the political parties them- 
selves, would also maintain order and discipline, even if this were only interms of 
cost, noise, protecting the environment, the traffic problems and controlling 
crowds." 


Revolutionary Visions 


Replying to the secretary general of the MMM, Blackburn pointed out the absurdity 
of identifying the RPL as the “defenders of the private sector" or for a "new right." 


He says that Berenger is free to think that RPL's text on the joint MMM/PSM program 
is "absolutely unacceptable." He affirms that the MMM secretary general has not read 
the pamphlet. "Fighting unemployment and describing Berenger's declaration as a 
gratuitous and spiteful insinuation, according to which the RPL defended the private 
sector without any divergent points," because Blackburn had quoted Arthur Laffer 

and Emile Classens in a clearly defined context. 
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He added, "All I had done is that I had given the Minister of Finance some econometric 
data from two economists (rightists or others not of great importance to me) which 
supported the points of view that the secretary general of the MMM, charmingly and 
with assurance, had guaranteed in person when he stood on the MTPA [expansion unknown] 
platform at Quatre Bornes, on 14 June 1979, accompanied by the leader of the PMSD 
[Mauritian Social Democratic Party], to lend his aid to the taxpayers who were ask- 
ing, through their president "that the government reduce fiscal pressure on them and 
on their enterprises in order to insure the pursuit and creation of a resurgence in 
employment." 


Blackburn recalled that Azad Jeetun, MEF [Mauritian Employers Federation] economist, 
had supported the same proposition at the Mauritius University on 24 July. 


"I took the secretary general to be an intelligent man, but now I am beginning to 
have some doubts. He could have done much better," he added. 


Blackburn continued that the framework of private and public sectors, which Berenger 
had invited to join the MMM/SPM last Saturday to “change” Mauritius Island, will 
remember that change or not, they will remain taxpayers and consumers and that they 
will pay the cost of revolutionary visions." 


The leader of the RPL underlined that the secretary general of the MMM still refuses 
to reveal how he will finance his electoral promises. "His reply up to date has 

been in conformity with his philosophy of a frank, open, broad combination: "totally 
unacceptable, no question of a dialogue, it is the new right.‘ Ina reply to a 
question Blackburn declared that he and his friends are not naive as some believe, 
and that they have a new approach to the political problems. They have decided to 
tell the truth in order that the people do not delude themselves.

LABOR CONGRESS TAKES ON ROLE OF OPPOSITION PARTY 
Zurich NEUE ZUERCHER ZEITUNG in German 5 Sep 81 p 4 


[Text] Sierra Leone's umbrella labor union organization (Sierra Leone Labour 
Congress/SLLC) can be said to have assumed the role of an opposition party in 
the West African single-party state. In a country notorious for its apathy and 
corruption and where a latent crisis situation has long been brewing, the SLLC 
is the strongest parallel power--internal bickering notwithstanding--representing 
as it does 22 individual unions composed of 250,000 members. At first it seemed 
as if President Siaka Stevens intended to curb wide-spread dissatisfaction and 
simultaneously replace discredited members of the government with preparations 
for parliamentary elections. But in July the unions confronted him with an 
ultimatum in the form of a memorandum demanding measures to combat economic 
decline and social misery. 


Pivotal Rice Problem 


The first general strike was called for 14 August after Stevens had refused to 
negotiate with the unions. Talks began the very next day and Stevens agreed to 
reduce the cost of rice, the basic food staple, initially by 40 and later by 55 
percent, and to implement effective price contrcls on other scarce foodstuffs. 
The unions then called off the strike, but on the condition that the other demands 
in the memorandum would be negotiated. Leftists were opposed co calling off 

the strike. Fresh negotiations led nowhere and rice icuained scarce so the SLLC 
called for a second general strike on 1 September. Stevens tried at first without 
any success to prevent the strike with a veto. In the end his only alternative 
was to proclaim a state of emergency, have the unpopular security forces occupy 
the union headquarters and, according to unconfirmed reports, arrest union leaders. 


For the unions the underlying problem consists of inflation, unemployment, 
smuggling (of diamonds mostly), and declining production. But they don't consider 
the crass corruption of the upper class that constantly leads to barely disguised 
scandals. For the unions the root of the problem is a spoiled and rotten bureau- 
cracy and the disappearance of public monies and foreign exchange in luxury goods 
and tax evasion. Low wages as a rule barely suffice to cover the cost of food. 
Hence the demand for price cuts and rent allowances. Additional demands are 
health service improvements (medicines are scarce and are traded on the black 
market), cheaper school books, road improvement and control of transportation 
costs. A lower living standard is affecting more and more of the middle class, 

a not insignificant group in the capital, Freetown. 
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Basic African Problem 


In November 1978 IMF credits led to exorbitant price increases as a result of a 
required devaluation. In 1979 the government was forced by a poor harvest to 
expend an excessive amount of money on imported rice. Preceding the expensive 
OAU conference in mid-1980 that far exceeded the resources of a country that was 
under IMF observation, there was a cabbies" strike and a student demonstration 
that was quashed with the use of force. In neighboring Liberia and Guinea-Bissau 
exorbitant rice prices and rice shortages had set the stage for coups, and Stevens 
was afraid that the same thing would happen in Freetown to him as happened to 
Tolbert, who was executed by Liberian non-coms in April 1980. In May 1978 Stevens 
was reelected for 7 years, but the subject of his successor has long been a topic 
of conversation. His "All People's Congress" (established with Soviet support) 
is not popular and continues to win elections through pressure andfraud. There 
is widespread dissatisfaction with the small Crio elite (2 percent of the popula- 
tion) and with the Lebanese mafia that is involved in a lot of shady dealings 

but at the same time keeps the wheels of the economy spinning. Government prices 
paid to farmers are so stingy that not enough crops are planted. So far the 
population has fatalistically accepted this sorry state of affairs, and Stevens 
was visibly shaken by the unexpected hard line by the unions.

$47 MILLION IN AMF LOANS

[Text] Somalia yesterday received two loans--one extended and the other auto- 
matic--totalling $47.085 million dollars from the Abu Dhabi-based Arab Monetary 
Fund [AMF]. 

These loans will go to support Somalia's deficit in its balance of payments. 
The extended loan, of $47 million, is the first of its kind received by Somalia 


from the AMF, while the automatic loan is the second of its kind. The automatic 
loan is of $85,000. 


Dr Labib Shariq, acting chariman of the AMF, signed the loan agreement for the 
fund, while Mr Abdullahi Ahmad Addou, the visiting Somali minister of finance, 
signed for his country. 


The Somali minister said that the loans would help Somalia overcome the difficult 
circumstances being experienced since 1973 as a result of drought. 


Dr Labib Shariq said that the loans were in the framework of the fund's efforts 
to assist its member states to face deficit in their balance of payments. 


The Somali minister arrived in Abu Dhabi from Mogadiscio earlier in the day. 


Meanwhile, Somali Minister of Industry Ali Khalif left Abu Dhabi yesterday 
wrapping up a 3-day visit to the UAE.

WHEAT CROP PROSPECTS IMPROVE

SOUTH Africa’s 1981/8 
wheat crop prospects have 
improved markedly after 
good rains during the past 
three weeks and imports, 
previously forecast at a min- 
imum 200 000 tons, may no 
longer be required, Wheat 
Board manager Denis van 
Aarde said. 


He said the 1981/8 crop . 


could exceed two million 
tons, based on present con- 
ditions, sharply up from 
1980/81’s drought-hit crop of 
1,38-million tons. 


Mr Van Aarde said the 
Wheat Board's preliminary 
unofficial estimate of the 
1981/82 crop was 1,72-mil- 
lion tons, based on seed 
sales. 


Since then, there has been 
a dramatic improvement in 
climatic conditions through- 
out the main wheat-growing 
areas in the Free State and 
western Cape, he said. 


One Cape co-operative is 


now projecting a 75 percent 
improvement in its wheat 
production figures from the 
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preliminary estimate, while 
South Africa's largest north- 
ern co-operative forecasts a 
50 percent rise over earlier 
expectations, he added. 


Mr Van Aarde said these 
greatly improved expecta- 
tions indicate that the na- 
tional crop could be as much 
as 350 000 tons higher than | 
the Wheat Board’s prelim- 
inary forecast if conditions 
remain broadly unchanged. 


If a yield of two million 
tons or more materialises 
imports will not be needed, 
he noted. 


Mr Van Aarde forecast 
last month that South Africa 
would have to import at 
least 200 000 tons of wheat 
given a crop of around 1,7- 
million tons. 


A. decision on wheat im- 
ports will be taken only ar- 
ound the beginning of nex* 
year, after a more accurate 
assessment of the crop, Mr 

The South African wheat 
season runs ofticially from 
October 1 to September 30, 
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but is complicated by differ- 
ent growing seasons in vari- 
ous regions. The major Free 
State crop is harvested in 
January. 

During the current season 
South Africa has been 
forced to import a total of 
286 000 tons of US hard win- 
ter wheat because of 
drought. 

Before this season, South 
Africa last imported wheat 
in 1970/71 when a shortfall 
seemed possible, but the 


last time imports were es- 
sential was 1967. 

Mr Van Aarde said this 
season's carry-over of 
375 000 tons, equivalent to 
2,5 months’ milling capacity, 
will last until the middle of 
December when the first of 
the now crop will become 
available for local millers. 

With annual domestic 
consumption estimated at 
1,96-million tons, a crop of 
about two million tons 
would give South Africa a 
carry-over into the following

The previous approved 30- 
year-quota of 44 million tons 
a year was estimated as 
being 5,7 percent of the re- 
serves in terms of a 1975 
total reserves figure of 


25 000 million tons. 

The new increased exports 
would lead to the creation of 
an estimated 50 000 new jobs 
and would result in improved 
utilisation, prospecting and

POLICE MINISTER ACCUSES SACC--The African National Congress and the South African 
Council of Churches had been propagating the same policies since 1961 and the Gov- 
ernment was finding it increasingly difficult to accept the situation, the Minister 
of Police, Mr Louis le Grange said yesterday. Speaking during the debate on his 
Budget vote he said the SACC and its secretary general, Bishop Desmond Tutu, wanted 
to undermine the preparedness of the South African Police and the Defence Force. 
They accused the Government of following policies which would lead to a confronta- 
tion between church and state and yet they had been propagating the same policies as 
the ANC since 1961. "And the SACC does not rely on its own finance, but rather on 
funds from abroad which it uses to launch policies similar to that of the ANC." 
Among the sources from which it obtained funds were the World Council of Churches, 
the University Exchange Fund and Scandinavian countries. [Text] [Johannesburg THE

NEW CONSERVATIVE ALLIANCE--Cape Town--Large-scale agreement had been reached among 
South African conservatives which would lead to the formation of a new conservative 
alliance to be known as the Volksreddingsaksie (VRA) the leader of the Afrikaner 
Weerstandsbeweging, Mr Eugene Terre'blanche, has said in Parow, Cape. Addressing 

a meeting of the AWB attended by about 200 people, Mr Terre'blanche said there had 
been lengthy negotiations between Rightwing groups and political parties and that 
"about 90 percent of them agree to a large extent". The immediate purpose of the 
new alliance was to ensure that if a referendum should be held on a new constitu- 
tion, the constitution would be rejected. He appealed to Rightwing Afrikaners not 
to argue with each other now "in the nation's hour of need". Mr Terre'blanche 
claimed the Government was guilty of high treason in its establishment of the 
President's Council, a move which meant that "Chinese, Indians, Coloureds and 
Whites who have no nationalism in them" would decide on the country's future. It 
has been said that the constitution would allow people of other races to hold senior 
positions in Government.--Sapa.

KOORNHQF STATISTICS ON HOMELANDS--The Minister of Co-operation and Development, Dr 
Piet Koornhof, said yesterday that separate development was succeeding because most 
black people now lived in the homelands. He said, during the debate on his port- 
folio, that the population of non-independent homelands had increased from 7 400 000 
in 1970 to 10 700 000 in 1980. He conceded that part of the increase was due to 
border changes and resettlement, but said it was a rise of 44,7Z%, compared with the 
rise in white areas of 11,6%. "In 1970 46,7% of black people lived in the homelands 
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and in 1980 it was 53,2%. "This is the policy that people say had failed, but these 
figures will rise still further."

KWAZULU DISPUTE OVER HOSPITAL--Durban--The Edendale Hospital crisis has developed 
into a dispute between the South African Government and kwaZulu amid reports that 
all whites might walk out of kwaZulu hospitals if the kwaZulu Cabinet insists on 
the removal of seven top white staff at Edendale. The kwaZulu Chief Minister, Chief 
Gatsha Buthelezi, last night said his Cabinet would not shift its position and that 
black people were prepared to face the hardship of a walkout by whites "rather than 
have their dignity trampled underfoot." The crisis worsened yesterday when white of- 
ficials at Edendale, near Maritzburg, barred a kwaZulu investigating team from en- 
tering the hospital. Chief Buthelezi said last night the SA Government was deter- 
mined to "save white faces at Edendale at the expense of the kwaZulu Government." 

He said statements by the Secretary for Health and by the Minister of Health, Dr 
Munnik, as well as Press statements by Dr Adnams and other white officials had hun- 
iliated his Government.

RULING ON FOSATU FUND-RAISING--Lawyers and unionists have failed last Friday's 
Supreme Court judgment setting aside the Government's controversial ban on fund- 
raising by the Federation of SA Trade Unions (Fosatu). In a crucial ruling, the 
Judge President of Natal, Mr Justice James, declared null and void a Government 
Gazette notice of June last year which prohibited Fosatu from raising funds. 

Fosatu applied in December 1979 for permission to raise funds but before the direc- 
tor of fund-raising had made his decision, the Minister of Health, Welfare and Pen- 
sions, Dr Munnik, published the prohibition order. Imposed in terms of section 29 
of the Fund-Raising Act, the order appeared to cut off Fosatu's right not only to 
overseas donations, but also to local donations and even affiliation fees. The 
order was condemned by local and international labour movements and was an issue 

at last year's annual conference of the International Labour Organisation. In his 
judgment, Mr Justice James ruled that before imposing the ban the Minister should 
have aplied the rule of "audi alteram partem" (hear the other side) by allowing 
Fosatu to make representations.

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was organised by the Australia-South Africa Association, a group of businessmen 
which wants stronger trade links with South Africa.

The board had completed its recommendations for 
gearboxes after receiving a considerable number of complaints which were mainly re- 
lated to large gearboxes. "For this reason the board has recommended a specific 
duty which will not be prohibitive and which decreases proportionately with the in- 
crease in size of the gearbox," Dr De Villiers said. "The cheaper and less sophis- 
ticated gearboxes, in respect to which representations have been made, could con- 
tinue to be imported at relatively small extra cost."--Sapa.

HOUSING SHORTAGE--A total of 12 293 White, Coloured and Indian families still had 
to be re-housed in terms of the Group Areas Act, the Minister of Community Develop- 
ment, Mr Pen Kotze, said yesterday. Replying in writing to a question by Mr Colin 
Eglin (PrP Sea Point), Mr Kotze said 78 193 Coloured, 36 912 Indian and 2 259 White 
families had been moved since the start of the implementation of the provisions of 
the Group Areas Act. In the Cape, 5 200 Coloured, 797 Indian and 86 White families 
remained, to be moved; in the Transvaal 1 678 Coloured and 1 847 Indian families 
would be re-housed; in the Free State 41 White families would be moved, and in Natal 
five White, 711 Coloured and 1 928 Indian families would be relocated. Mr Kotze 
said he drew Mr Eglin's attention to the fact that more than 90 percent of the 
families involved lived under such dilapidated and slum-like conditions that their 
re-housing could hardly be termed removals from "houses".

MINING OF GOLD DEPOSITS=-Machines will be ordered from abroad this year for two 
small scale gold mines tw be opened at Nzega and Kahama during the 1981/82 finan- 
cial year, it was disclosed in Dar es Salaam yesterday. The ordering process was 
already underway and the machines would arrive within three to four months after 
placing the order, the Principal Secretary in the Ministry of Minerals, Ndugu S. L. 
Lwakatare said. Country-wide surveys had identified eight areas, with gold de- 
posits but due to financial and manpower constraints, the ministry had decided to 
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start the small scale mining in the two areas, he explained. The government, be- 
sides running these mines, would continue supporting the small-scale miners, in- 
cluding the co-operatives, he explained. The Minister for Minerals, Ndugu John 
Malecela, had said in Parliament last July that the two plants, to be installed at 
the two mines, would cost 10,000,000/-. The mines would produce about 400 kilo- 
grammes of gold a year, estimated at about 60m/- at current bullion market prices. 
According to Ndugu Malecela, Tanzania could earn a lot in foreign exchange if gold 
mining was taken up seriously. A major gold mine, the buckreef in Geita would be 
completed this year and would have a capacity for 100 million shillings worth of 
gold a year.

[Text] The Prime Minister, Mr Mugabe, yesterday launched a scathing attack on the 
Grain Marketing Board and the Cotton Marketing Board for failing to buy maize and 
cotton from peasant farmers. 


He ordered the two organisations to stop discrimination and buy all the maize and 
cotton produced by the peasant farmers without delay. 


Addressing rallies at Nembudziya and District centre in Gokwe, he warned that if 
there were still officials in the two organisations with Republican Front mentality 
they would be booted out. 


"Failure to buy the crop which we asked the people to produce was not only unfair 
but a waste of their efforts." 


He gave the warning after hearing complaints from the branch, district and provin- 
cial party officials, who told him that the GMB and the CMB were refusing to buy 
their maize and cotton. 


An irate Prime Minister told cheering thousands of people that he would personally 
ensure that what the people had produced would be cleared as soon as possible. He 
said he was very disappointed that after all the hard work the people had done, to 
produce the crops, they had not been bought.

FARMING REVIEW--The Agricultural Marketing Authority has compiled a comprehensive 
economic review of the agricultural industry's 1978/79 growing season and 1979/80 
marketing period. The authority's chief economist, Mr Bill Lacey, said last week 
that this was the first time the review had been made available to the public. 
Although the industry's activities had been recorded annually since 1967, sanctions 
and other factors had compelled the authority to treat it as a classified docu- 
ment. The review was primarily for the Ministry of Agriculture, but Mr Lacey said 
it was invaluable to banks, and agencies, researchers, statisticians, extension 
workers, property dealers and transport groups, plus thom interested in the indus- 
try's performance. Mr Lacey said: "The review gues into history, and the period 
covered was plagued with drought."

SWEDISH DELEGATION--A three-man Swedish Government delegation arrived in Salis- 
bury yesterday for talks on a multi-million dollar bilateral agreement.

The agreement is to be signed this month. "We hope to visit some areas we are fi- 
nancing, but primarily our task is to finance and discuss various programmes. We 
will also hold talks with other ministries. The topics listed are broad," Mr 
Tschering said. The delegation, which leaves on Friday, was met by the Swedish 
Ambassador, Mr Bo Heineback, and the head of SIDA in this country, Mr Jan Ceder- 
gren.

BANKS PLANNED--The Zimbabwe Banking Corporation would soon open a branch in Sanyati 
and it was hoped another branch would be opened in Chitungwiza later, said the 
chairman of the corporation, Mr C. G. Tracey, when he addressed farmers at the open 
day of the Cotton Marketing Board depot in Mount Darwin yesterday. Replying to 
complaints voiced by farmers that they were unable to cash their chequr:s in the 
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area, Mr Tracey, who is also the CMB chairman, said it was being hoped that growth 
points to be set up would provide banking facilities of their own. He said that 
next season all cotton growers would be switching from one variety of Alba to ano- 
ther of the same strain which had over the past four years proved that it yielded 
better. The registration exercise, Mr Tracey said, had been stepped up to ensure 
that all growers would have their cards next year. Cotton depots at Nemangwe and 
Sanyati would be expanded to cope with demand, said Mr Tracey, adding that compe- 
tition could be introduced next year to generate more interest emong cotton grow- 
ers.

IMPORTERS URGED--Zimbabwe importers are still not using the Mozambique ports as 
much as they could and rail wagons are st‘.1l returning empty to Zimbabwe after 
unloading valuable exports. The chief executive of Zimbabwe Marine, Mr George Pitt, 
told a Kenyan trade delegation i: Salisbury yesterday that his organisation was en- 
couraging overseas suppliers to snip through Mozambique to take advantage of the 
easier transport. Also, the two ports were Zimbabwe's natural outlet to the sea 
and for the East African trade were the logical choice. The traffic manager (eas- 
tern) for the National Railways of Zimbabwe, Mr Alex Patman, said an average of 

250 wagons of steel, 86 of sugar and 86 of asbestos were sent to the Mozambique 
ports each week.
